oped, and show immense bodies of low 
grade copper ores. 0. O. Wallace, who 
has bonded the Copper Queen, has a 
force of men engaged in sinking a 
shaft. A considerable depth ia attained 
and the ore shows well in the bottom. 


0. H. Stoddard and associates are 


working a recently discovered prospect 
in tbe Cedar hills. They have a ledge 
sixty feet wide, which carries low val- 
ues clear across and on tho south wall 
there is a belt of ore carrying from $80 
to $125 in gold, silver and copper. 


Baoli of the Sullivan ranch in the di- 


rection of Spanish Springs a ledge has 
recently been struck which now assays 
as high as a thousand ounces in silver. 
Recent shipments to Salt Lake re- 
turned $338 a ton. All the surround- 
ing ground has been located and pros- 
pect holes are being dug, 


Messrs, flolesworth and Redman are 


shipping ore from their Peavine claim. 
A carload will be sent off tomorrow. 
Previous returns demonstrated that 
the rook is a safe shipping proposition. 


Chase & Morton have struck a big 


ledge of medium grade gold ore in their 
mine on Peavine. It horns about $13. 


neighborhood of $3,000. 


Miller & Branley are tied up in their 


Fairview group, but as soon as the 
bond expires they expect to make some 
rich shipments. They are doing devel- 
opment work on a handsome 250 foot 
ledge showing high values in copper. 


Professor Jackson contemplates ex- 


tracting ore and making shipments as 
soon as the snow melts and permits 
him to operate his mine on Peavine. 


Last week a big copper strike was 


made on the Dogskin mountain eight- 
een miles noith of town. Ihe ore is 
largely copper and assays into the hun- 
dreds. Tbe ledge is at. least 80 feet 
wide. 


The Nevada Exploration & Develop- 


ment company is operating a small 
crew on the Peavine summit. They 
have twelve locations on a broad zone 
of copper ore.Five more men are to go to 
work on it today. 


This does not by any means com- 


plete tho list of good prospects recently 
uncovered in this locality, but space 
will not permit a completion of the 
subject at this time. 


These promising mines have been 


mentioned merely to show that there 
is a necessity for a custom smelter at 
Reno. Enough good ore is now on the 
dumps to insure success to the individ- 
ual or company that will establish an 
enterprise of that kind. It is sug- 
gested that the Reno reduction works 
may probably do custom v.ork this 
season, but tho size of their ore heaps 
indicates that they will be kept busy 
handling their own rock.
